severe, we need only to watch an infant who 

is ready to walk. He stands and falls and 
stands and falls again and again, until at last he 
achieves a fair sense of equilibrium. Then he 
makes the supreme effort to put one foot forward. 
Again, it is a battle of balance. But the baby per- 
severes; to stand and to walk becomes his chief 
waking effort, until the day comes when he takes 
a step or two on his own and unsupported. Par- 
ents feel immensely proud of these first steps. 
Think how the baby must feel! 

We do not remember how we felt when we 
took our first steps, but it is part of our uncon- 
scious memory. In our first years of life we were 
conquerors! 

If ever we feel that we lack the quality of per- 
severance, if we feel like giving up, let us remem- 


[' WE ever wonder about our ability to per- 
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ber how many things we have done in our life- 
time that seemed difficult or impossible, beginning 
with our first baby steps. 

Someone has defined genius as perseverance in 
disguise. Each of us has the potentiality of genius. 
The degree to which we express it depends on 
our perseverance. 

Jacob, when he wrestled all night with the 
angel, said to the angel, “I will not let thee go, 
except thou bless me.” There is something here 
that bears thinking about. Most of us, when we 
are wrestling with some problem, think only of 
winning out over it; we do not go a step farther, 
as Jacob did, and demand a blessing from the 
situation we are struggling with. 

But to struggle for the sake of winning out 
brings an empty victory. Our opponent disappears, 
the problem is solved, the need is met, but we are 
left empty and exhausted. The baby does not 
struggle only to stand on his feet or to take a few 
steps; he struggles to stand erect and to take his 
place as a man in God’s world. This is his bless- 
ing—not just the achievement of balance, but the 
achievement of the power to live, to move, and 
to act as an independent, free human being. 

Sometimes we have something to meet that de- 
mands our unrelenting effort, that will not let go 
its hold on us, and that we cannot let go of. We 
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may be in an untenable environment, we may be 
in a job that is not to our liking, we may be in 
some human involvement that distresses us. We 
say to ourselves: “I must see this thing through. 
I must work out this problem.” Our thought, our 
hope is to get rid of the problem, to be free. Here 
is where we have to think beyond the situation to 
the blessing. We have to tell ourselves, ‘There is 
some blessing here for me, there is something for 
me to learn, there is some way in which I am 
growing through this experience.” We need to 
say to the things in our lives that seem to bind us. 
“T will not let you go, except you bless me.”” When 
we demand a blessing from even an inharmonious 
situation, we find it, and in finding the blessing 
we find our release and freedom. 

There is something in every one of us that 
says to us: “Do not give up. Do not let go.” This 
spirit is inherent in us; it came with us from God. 
It is the spirit of life and progress; it is the spirit 
of growth and fulfillment. Even when our human 
thought tells us that we are defeated, that life 
is not worth the effort, a small voice in us bids 
us to keep on keeping on. It is like the silent voice 
of growth within the baby that forces him to try 
again and again. He responds because of the per- 
sistence of this voice in him; we, too, respond be- 
cause of the persistence of the voice of Truth 
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within us. We cannot let it go; it will not let us 
go. It always calls us forward, it always calls us 
higher, it always says: “Here is the way of growth, 
here is the way of progress. Follow me.” 


Someone has defined success as “the sum of 
small efforts, repeated day in and day out.” So the 
great things we long to do may seem far beyond 
us, but the little day-by-day efforts are not beyond 
us. Step by step, day by day, we keep on keeping 
on. But we do more than just the things that are 
demanded of us. We look for Truth in the every- 
day experiences of life; we look for the blessings 
in all the little experiences that come to us. We say 
to even the smallest effort demanded of us, “I will 
and I can.” We say to the condition that seems 
to cling to us; ‘““You do not have me bound. It is I 
who hold you, and I will not let you go until you 
bless me.” If we try this for ourselves, we shall 
discover that it is a wonderful way of freeing our- 
selves and that the freedom which comes to us 
is a blessed one. We let our problems and seeming 
difficulties go one by one, as we find the blessing 
in them, and we say in astonishment, as Jacob 
did, “I have seen God face to face, and my life is 
preserved.” For we will come to see how true 
it is that God is in all, that good is in all, that 
there is a blessing for us in everything in our lives, 
every step along the way. 
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Can Little Children Learn to Pray? 


E DO not have to teach a child to have 
faith; it is inherent in him. What 
we do is to nurture and to encourage 


the expression of this faith in ways that he can 
understand, at the level of his growth. The small- 
est child can learn and love simple little prayers of 
faith and trust. We may wonder whether he un- 
derstands the words he has learned to say after us. 
But if we are observant we will see how these 
words begin to take on meaning to him, how the 
ideas become part of his consciousness. Children 
understand the feeling of prayer long before they 
understand the meaning of the words they say. 

Children learn about prayer, about faith, about 
God, about life from watching and listening to 
the adults around them. Our own unconscious at- 
titude toward life is teaching the child in our 
midst more surely than anything he is told by us 
or by others. If we believe in God and in His good- 
ness, we are unconsciously teaching faith to our 
child. If we are loving, patient, understanding in 
our attitudes and actions, we are unconsciously 
teaching our child the truth that God is love, for 
he sees and feels love in expression. 

Sometimes it is a question as to who is the 
greater teacher, the child or the adult. For the 
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child who looks to us with unquestioning trust, 
who imitates us as closely as possible, who says 
our words after us, who smiles because we smile, 
who is happy because we are happy, who has faith 
in God because we have faith in Him calls to the 
best in us. The child who loves us brings us a new 
picture of ourselves. The child who looks to us 
as infinite in wisdom reminds us of the One who 
is infinite; he turns us back to the source of our 
being, God the Father.

My introduction to Unity and to Lessons in 
Truth was not under ideal circumstances. I went 
to a Unity center in order to accompany a young 
woman who had recently been released from a 
psychopathic hospital, where she had been sent 
to recover from chronic melancholia. My sister, 
who was interested in Unity, thought that the class 
in Lessons in Truth would assist the young wom- 
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an in finding and keeping her emotional balance. 
It was my sister who insisted that I should invite 
the young woman to go with me! 

I went, resisting the whole idea. To my amaze- 
ment, the first thing I learned was that I was, and 
would be, completely free to believe or to disbe- 
lieve any statement made in the book. The only 
requirement was that I lay aside those statements 
with which I did not agree and refrain, for the 
time being, from argument about them. My re- 
sistance began to wilt under such an approach. 

The first realization of the impact of Lessons in 
Truth on my life and thought came one night 
when I was faced with the necessity of changing 
trains in the country. The stations were a mile 
apart. I had planned to stay at the little country 
hotel in the town where I arrived and to go by 
taxi to the other station in the morning. But when 
I arrived the hotel was dark, and the whole com- 
munity was asleep. There was not a light in sight, 
and it was getting cold. 

Taking my overnight case in one hand and my 
now burned-out flashlight in the other, I started 
down the long, dark hill. As I walked, I won- 
dered: “Why am I not afraid? A sensible person 
might well be frightened.” Yet I did not feel 
afraid. I pondered as I walked. In all honesty, I 
had to admit to myself, “That little book has 
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made the difference.” Through thinking along 
with the wonderful author of Lessons in Truth, 1 
had lost the fear of night and aloneness in this 
strange place. I had gained a feeling that God not 
only knew all about me, but that God was the 
only presence and the only power within and 
around me, and there was nothing to fear. 

Somehow, that experience made an impression 
on me, and I began to study Lessons in Truth 
earnestly. 

Did the young woman with whom I attended 
that first Lessons in Truth class gain as much as 
I did?
